2. The vowels may bo-written in any position as may 
be most convenient,but if ee, i, oo and ar, are i written either 
upwards thus, _o too, or forwards, thus, i be, the dots may 
be omitted from them; and the saifiie with a, eh. o and ah, 
if they be written backwards, thus, 1 ape, or downwards, 
thus, —q dough, 

B. L, r, and eh, are the only letters written from the 
line upwards, all the others are written downwards.
